still only consequential and Incidental 
to the exercise of an absolute,and un- 
doubted right, that is, the right to 
acquire property.

firing. 


From the evidence so far collected the 
Incidents and details which lead up to the 
fatal shooting are most dramatic.

SELLING LIQUOR. 


Charles Hadlen, who is accused by 
Trustee Olsen of running his saloon 
wide open- in the rear of his grocery 
store at Ninth street and University 
avenue,' admitted .today 
that he was 


delivering liquor in quantities of from 
one/quart up to all who asked for it 
in the West End. He claimed that he 
had been advised by Ills attorney that 


• he. could • do this under the United 
States' revenue-laws since there was 
no .-ordinance in- force prohibiting the 
sale of liquor—only an ordinance /pro- 
viding a penalty for. selling without 
a-retail license. 
: "While the Trustees . have refused _to 
grrant me a retail license," saifl Hadlen, 
"they have not passed a prohibition or- 
dtaance. There 'is- no lav/ making- It a 
penalty to sell liquor wholesale in Berke- 
ley, or else the American Brewery woull 
be closed up. I pay an internal revenue 
on my liquor stock and can deliver all 
I want to by wholesale. 
'Chief of Police Vollmer has given out 
the following . statement In regard 
to

"In justice to the department I be- 
live that it is right the people should 
know the truth concerning the saloons 
in West Berkeley. We are now operating

BE BABY VETERAN 


The honor of having been the young- 


8St soldier in the Union army during 
the great civil war has been claimed 
tor a number of Individuals, but there 
Is strong evidence that Colonel Ber- 
nard F. SIcGulre. who lives at 231 West 
One Hundred and Thirty-ninth street, 
New York, is entitled to that distinc- 
tion. With the consent of his parents, 
-Colonel McGulre enlisted and "ftas ac- 
cepted the fifth day ot May, 1S61, at 
the ago of 12 years and 2 months. Pie- 
entered the army as a drummer boy. 
but he had a higher ambition and as 
soon as he got to the front he punched 
holes in his chum, "by no accident," 
said Ills superior officer, and carried 
a musket until mustered out on the 
15th day of October, 1865 He proved a 
faithful and efficient warrior, and took 
part in a great many of battles and 
skirmishes, including the fights at Big 
Bethel,_ Monocacy Junction, siege of 
Port Hudson (forty-five days). Saline 
Cross Roads, Pleasant Hill, Cane River, 
Cedar Creek, Va., and numerous less 
important events. He saw

Sheridan in his great ride of twenty 
miles, being one of the thousands who 
cheered his -welcome to the demoralized 
•wing of the army at the battle of Cedar
